Erom our position we could see the 
wreck of some of the ships, the old 
fort at i< av ite land t he i S 
. fleet 
'I tbs was our lirsl gllmpseof historical 
111 ings or places of 1 he Spanish war. 


We had not. until we si opped in t he 
hay not iced t lie heat «especially. The 
mot ion ol the \ essei had kept upagood 
breeze and the water had tempered 
the heat some, but when e\erything 
stopped st ill we felt certain t hat 
we 
would ail suffocate or molt. 
I'll ven­ 
ture no one on the vessel will ever for­ 
get that night in I he staterooms. 
The next morning we ail packed our 
baggage anti il was taken on deck, 
j where the hand baggage jwas inspect­ 
ed In t he custom officer. 
The inspec­ 
tion was a mere formality as of course 
I hey didn't suspect they should find 
anything worth mentioning in the ef­ 
fect so! t iiis crowd dt't eachers. 
Vbout nine o’clock Ha y began dis­ 
embarking and out t urn came about 2 
in t lie I a It eriuxm, 
A small steam 
launch was brought alongside and we 
descended a pair of stairs which had 
been lowered at tlx* ship’s side and 
steppedr over the ratling 
into the 
launch. 
1 hadn’t really fully realized 
w uat a huge t hiug an ocean vessel 
i» 
until we got a if 1111 view of her as 
w e 
swung away in the lit tie launch. 
We 
entered the mouth of the Pasig Uiver. 
which Hows into tin* bay through tin* 
middle of the city, and nearly 
half a 
mile up the river we put ashore. Now 
it hadn't occurred to me that 1 ought 
to know what we were going to do 
when we were set down in a strange 
city. 
Through some error the general 
Superintendent ot Public Instruction 
had not been notified of our arrival 
and no one had been sent out to meet 
us. 
There was a party of about a 
dozen school touchers set ashore on 
the hank of the river wit h no other 
American in 
sigtit 
and 
not 
one 
among us knew any Spanish to speak 
of. 
Wejhad been told that the teach­ 
ers were quartered at the exposition 
building and it happened t hat “ expo­ 
sition” sounds almost the same in 
Spanisli as it does in English, so when 
we said exposition some of the natives 
comprehended what we wanted and 
rantogetus a conveyance. 
A little 
brownie chased around the corner and 
soon came back with a covered two 
wheeled cart called a queliz 
keelcs 


young man spoke up with “ Honesty is 
recoinmendable for women,” 


I do not mean by this t hat they 
openly acknowledge their dishonesty, 
hut they certainly practice it on all 
occasions. 
Well, I am straying from story. 
We 
were taken to t heexposit ion buildings, 
whet her as a travesty upon the foreign 
“ exhibits” formerly displayed t here or 
not, 1 don’t know, but judging from 
the natives who happened to pass. 1 
think we certainly were a sight. 


This exposition 
was 
a 
sort 
of 
“ World’s fair” which was held by the 
Spaniards in is;»;,. 
The buildings and 
grounds were* public 
property and 
upon t lie acquisition of t he islands by 
America they were turned over to us. 
They have been turned overtotlie De­ 
partment of Education and three or 
four of the buildings which are fairly 
well built and in good condition were 
being paint ed and repaired and put in 
readiness to he used as temporary 
quarters tor the teachers and after­ 
wards for permanent quarters for the 
teachers in Manila and fora school of 
trades which has since been establish­ 
ed there. 
We were bundled into one 
ot these buildings, which was a large 
square t wo story concern, of which 
t he outer walls wore chiefly windows 
which reached i from lloor to ceiling 
and opened <m hinges like a barn door, 
and t he inner walls were nearly ah 
doors opening Jupon a wide corridor 
which surrounded a square court in 
tin* middle of the building. 
This 
court was open to t in* sky and paved 
with brick and had 110 means of drain­ 
ing off t he w ater when it rained, < »nee 
while we were there it 
rained con 
slantly for tlm*e[day.s and nights, and 
then thi* court was ankle deep in 
water. 
I’hejrooms on the lower door 
opened direct 1> on this pond and you 
had no choice wlu*n you wanted to get 
out hut to wade ont. 


4 he ladies were quartered up stairs 
an i 1 he gent lemon down stairs. 
We 
were each given an army cot, a wooden 
folding frame with canvas stretched 
upon it, a (»out six by two. 
Tlm.se of 
vou who know something of my di­ 
mensions can readily understand how 
I “ hung over in ail directions, at the 
head, toot and »ides. 
These cots were 
set in rows, side by side, from one end 
ot the room to the other and over 
1 hem on long wires stretched for the 
purpose were suspended mosquito net­ 
tings to cover 1 us tent-like to keep out 
tlie mosquitos. 
Then we had a thick 
woolen 
army blanket and a 
little 
round pillow stuffed like a sausage 
with hard cotton. 
We had to tuck in 
the net ting nmler us on all sides, as 
the mosquitos made 
a 
systematic 
search foriany opening that might lie 
lett 
where they eouid get in. 
A» 
1 swelled out pretty 
well 
against 
the cover 011 all sides they had no occa­ 
sion to seek admission to my tent, hut- 
sat on the outside and punctured me 
with 1 heir pro!*osce> “ ad libitum.” 
1 
wouldn't havejyou supjx*se that 1 am 
fault finding with our accommoda­ 
tions, noriwith the mosquitos either, 
for that matter, for the artistic way 
they extracted ;n\ lifeblood wasahove 
censure. 


On the whole we were very nicely 
treated in Manila. 
Everything was 
done, by those is; charge of us, that 
could lie donejto make us comfortable 
We weren't hurried in our arrange­ 
ments, our baggage was looked after 
for us and we wen* given all tie* in 


able us to prepare for our new work. 
One tiling that struck me was how 
dttle is actually 
known 
of 
these 
islands even in Manila. 
After we had been allowed to rest 
two 
or 
three 
days and 
become 
accustomed to the surroundings, we 
were assembled one day in the reading 
room of the quarters and asked to give 
all such written data about ourselves 
as “ Age.” “ Home address.” 
Erom 
what educat ional institution,” ••Form­ 
er experience,” etc. 
The next day we 
were assembled again and told where 
we had been assigned. 
When Mrs. 
Kniselev and i heard 
that 1 had been given charge of the 
extreme northern division, we were 
told that it was one of the coolest and 
most healthful places in the archi­ 
pelago, and that we owed our good 
fortune to Baby Ruth. 
When I i-.Tiif* 1 1 i Dr. Atkinson, the 
general superbp e* 
*nt. in his office, he 
shook hands with me cordially and 
said; 
“ Tv** tried to scud that sweet 
little bain of yours to the best town in 
the Fbiiippines.” 
Few people who 
haven't lived hero realize how tlie 
ciirnaD* 
varies 
in different 
parts. 
Nat urally when w<* first thought of 
coining’out lie re we hoped we might be 
Mat oned in or about Manila. 
But. 
contrary to the idea of most Americans 
Manila has probably the very worst 
climate on tiie Islands. 
The rainy 
season there D worse* and continues 
longer t han anywhere else, and it is 
said to be hotter and more unwhole­ 
some t Ii an any ot her part. either nort h 
■•»r south. 
Ii I had 10 choose a loeat ion 
now I should prefer the most southern 
Islands to anywhere except where we 
are. 
it is cooler and dryer. 
Well, 1 can’t tell it all in this letter, 
so will again express my regrets fornot 
having 
written sooner, 
and close. 
Mrs. Kniseley and Ruth are well and 
w,‘ are till enjoying ourselves very 
much.
